From 
Every Station’ in Life, 
March in Biggest Demon- 
stration Ever Staged in the 
Southern States, While 
90,000 Spectators Cheer the 
Great Host.

Atlanta’s preparedness parade yester- 
day morning was a display of enter- 
prise, of efficiency, of loyalty to the 
flag and of the true spirit of democracy 
of which any city in the nation might 
well and would be proud. 

It was more than a parade; 
an event, almost an epochal one. And 
so complete was it in every detail, so 
masterfully managed from start to fin- 
ish, so gen®srally and so whole-hearted- 
ly participated in by the citizenry of 
Atlanta and the city’s environs that it 
is safe to predict that for years to 
come it will not be outdone, but will 
be recalled with patriotic pride as the 
one big outstanding patriotic demon- 
stration of not Atlanta only but of 
Dixie. 

Parades are common and ordinarily 
they do not mean much. This one did. 
It carried a message to the nation as 
a whole, and was richly informative, 
especially to one whose knowledge of 
the south and things southern until 
very recently has been largely a matter 
of hearsay and reading. The message 
carried was that the south is ever loyal 
to the colors; thatdt is ready for what- 
ever call may come from the capital; 
that Atlanta and Georgia is made up of 
a citizenship of red-blooded, purposeful, 
resourceful, virtle, dynamic men, wom- 
en, boys and girls not excelled by any 
other section of'the country. To demon- 
strate this and to quicken the patriotic 
spirit of the people were the purposes 
of yesterday's demonstration, and yes- 
terday’s demonstration really exceeded 
its purposes. 

16,000, C ‘ouservative Estimate. 

Estimates as to the number of march- 
ers vary, as is always the case; but 
conservatively calculated 16,000 would 
not fly wide of the mark could the 
number be accurately ascertained.

WOMAN HECKLES 
PRESIDENT WILSON 


Suffragist Interrupts While 
President Is Making Labor 
Speech — Labor Is Not a 
Commodity, Says Wilson. 


4.—President Wil- 
son today dedicated ‘‘to common coun- 
sel and a common understanding” a 
labor temple erected here as the new 
home of the American Federation of 
Labor. He told a large audience gath- 
ered at the dedicatory exercises that 
the greatest barrier to industrial peace 
had been the difficulty of insuring can- 
did and dispassionate conference and 
that ‘getting our fighting blood up” 
was “the long way and not the short 
way” of securing rights. 

The president's address 
rupted twice by a woman 
who sought to heckle him regarding 
his opposition to a national suffrage 
amendment. She was. silenced by se- 
cret service men and finally taken away 
by the police. The Congressional! union 
announced tonight that the effort was 
but the first step in a new campaign 
to impress democratic leaders with the 
advisability of passing the amendment 
at this session of congress. 

Brought Repeated Applause. 

Mr. Wilson's plea for calm counsel 
brought repeated applause from the 
crowd, who apparently interpreted it 
as having an indirect bearing on the 
Mexican crisis. The president, how- 
ever, did not refer to Mexico or any 
other foreign country by name. 

“The way we generally strive for 
rights,” he said, “is by gettine our 
fighting blood up, and I venture to 
say that it is the long way and not 
the short.

CONCILIATORY NOTE 
SENT BY GARRANZA 
TO SHARP DEMANDS 
OF UNITED STATES 


Note Not Yet Made Public, 
But a Verbal Synopsis by 
the Mexican Embassy In- 
dicates That “First Chief” 
Is Not at All Belligerent. 


NO NEW DEMANDS MADE 
THAT AMERICAN TROOPS 
WITHDRAW FROM MEXICO 


Note, However, Suggests 
That Presence of Troops 
Serves Only to Increase 
Unsettled Conditions Along 
Border—Mexican State 
ment Relieves Tension, But 
Only Close Study of Note 
Will Disclose Whether Car- 
ranza Has Met American 
Demand for Declaration of 
Intentions. 


Washington, July 4.—Genera] Car- 
ranza’s reply to the two sharp notes 
from the Washington government was 
at the Mexican embassy tonight and 
a verbal synopsis made public with the 
arrival of Eliseo Arredondo, Carranza’s 
ambassador designate, indicated that it 
was of an unexpectedly conciliatory 
character. 

The formal communication arrived 
bv telegraph early in the day and only 
the fact that the Fourth of July was 
being celebrated ‘by all government de- 
partments prevented its immediate de- 
livery. It ‘will be presented at the 
state department tomorrow. 

Mr. Arredondo himself spent the day 
in the country and on his return de- 
clined to discuSs his government's at- 
titude as now officia]ly stated. 

Lacking the text of the note, it was 
impossible tonight to say whether it 
would prove satisfactory to President 
Wilson. Since the release of the Amer- 
ican troopers taken at Carrizal, the 
question at issue between the Wash- 
ington government and General Car- 
ranza has been narrowed to Mr. Wil- 
son's desire for a formal declaration 
of intention toward the American ex- 
peditionary forces in Mexico. The em-

Tension Still Further Relaxed. 

Only a close study of the reply will 
disclose whether it will be necessary 
to press General Carranza again to af- 
the hostile construction 
placed upon his orders that American 
troops be attacked if they moved in 
any direction é¢xcept toward the bor- 
der. 

Without doubt the effect of the em- 
bassy statement as to the note’s char- 
acter has been to relax still further the 
diplomatic tension between the two 
governments. The release of the Car- 
rizal prisoners already had stripped 
the situation of its immediately dan- 
gerous character. It is entirely pos- 
sible, however, that American officials 
will not fully share the aptimistic 
views of the Mexican embassy when 
they are able to review the language, 
of the Carranza note. 

One fact stood cut clearly tonight in 
the minds of officials familiar with 
President Wilson's desires and pur- 
poses. If General Carranza sincerely 
desires to find a way for peaceful get- 
tlement of the difficulties between the 
two governments, he will be met more 
than half way. The diplomatic discus- 
sion foreshadowed in that event, how- 
ever, would have to be wholly aside 
from the steps the Washingtdn govern- 
ment deems it necessary to take to. 
protect American lives and property 
along the border. No proposal for im- 
mediate withdrawal of General Per- 
shine’s troops would be entertained as 
a preliminary to a further exchange 
of views on joint operations against 
bandits. 

Carranza Side Up to Date. 

The embassy synopsis of the latest 
communication indicat that the de 
facto government has s@aght to bring 
its side of the diplomatic correspond- 
ence up to date.

BRITISH FIGHT 
ON ENTIRE FRONT. 


London, July 4.—Reuter’s correspond- 
ent at the press camp in France points 
Out that not merely twenty miles of 
the main operations, but the whole 
ninety miles of the British front are 
— their full share of the fight- 
ing. 

“So well does the enemy know his,” 
says the currespondent, “that he dare 
not transfer a single gun or man from 
any part of his defensive between Yser 
and the Somme to try to stem the 
southern push. From the day the Brit- 
ish bombardment began the knell of 
German initiative was sounded.” 

An order issued to the German troops 
and found by British soldiers, continues 
the correspondent, proves it was 
known that the British intended to de- 
liver their attack on July 1 and it was 
thought that the attack would be di- 
rected between HRoye and Lille. 

“This supports the reports of the 
successful hoodwinking of the enemy 
by the British,’ the correspondent adds. 

“The assault upon the Commecourt 
salient, though unsuccessful, was one 
of the most gallant feats of the entire 
war. No Man's Land here was of ex- 
ceptional depth—200 vardsa—and was 
covered by a terrific enemy barrage 
fire. But on the word to charge our 
men advanced through the infernal fire 
as cooly as if on maneuvers. 
the Germans did a gallant thing. Get- 
ting Out into sharpnel-swept zone of 
the British artillery and bringing ma- 
chine guns with them, they plaved with 
deadly effect, even as they themselves 
were being mown down.” 

The correspondent further remarks: 
“One lesson of the battle which these 
operations accentuate is the costly dif- 
ficulty of clearing up villages after 
they are occupied. The enemy 
ways found to be so strongly entrench- 
ed in sand bagged buildings and dug- 
Outs that it needs a lot of desperate 
fighting to expel him.”

The same striking feature comes out 
in a review of the operations which 
the Associated Press has obtained from 
Major General F. HK. Maurice, who pre- 
dicts an immediate development south 
of the Somme, where, he says, the 
fighting now is in open field forma- 
tion. 

All unofficial dispatches speak con- 
fidently of the satisfactory condition 
on the British front, a notable incident 
being the surrender of a complete 
Prussian infantry battalion with of- 
ficers to the British near Fricourt. Ger- 
man prisoners are beginning to arrive 
in England, 1,500 being landed at South- 
ampton today. 


GERMANS LOSE 
MANY BATTERIES. 


Paris, July 1.—The steady pressure of 
the Franco-British offensive continues 
along the entire line of operations. 
Reports show an increasing number of 
batteries captured, including a number 
of big guns. All points thus far taken 
by the French have been held against 
every counter attack and the French 
troops are organizing and fortifying 
the captured towns and zones. 

In the main, the early reports indi- 
cate the systematic progress with 
which the offensive is being continued, 
rather than any concentrated attack on 
a single point. The taking of Assevil- 
lers last night is considered of special 
importance as the town was the center 
of one of the principal German de- 
fensive organizations. 

The fighting at Etrees was particu- 
lariv violent. The village stretches 
over two kilometers alon the old 
Roman road from Amiens. he French 
attacked at one end of the village and 
gradually drove the enemy from house 
to house, but have not succeeded in cap- 
turing the entire town. 

North of the Somme the French have 
maintained their contact with the Brit- 
ish lines geo that the two wings con- 
tinue their co-operation along a 2i-mile 
front. 


FRENCH LOSE 
THIAUMONT. 


Paris, July 4.—The Thiaumont work, 
around which some of the bloodiest 
fighting of the war has taken place, 
has been captured by the Germans for 
the fourth time, according to the offi- 
cial statement issued by the French 
war office tonight. 

‘The French have advanced south and 
east of Assevillers, where they have 
captured a wood and the villages of 
Harleaux and Belloy-en-Santerre. They 
also have taken the greater part of 
i the village of Estrees, where 500 pria- 
oners fell into their hands. 
4 The text of the official 
follows: 

“North of the Somme the day passed 
quietly in the whole section occupied 
by the French troops. 

‘South of the Somme, in spite of 
bad weather, which interfered with 
Our operations, we extended our posi- 
tions in the course of the day toward 
the south and east. We captured woods 
in the neighborhood of Assevillers and 
the villages of Barleux and Belloy-en- 
Santerre, which we hold in entirety. 
Estrees also has fallen into our hands. 
with the exception of a small part 
where the Germans are still resisting 
In the region of Estrees alone we took 
500 prisoners, 

“On the left bank of the Meuse an 
artillery struggle is proceeding in the 
region of Avocourt and Hill 304. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
Germans redoubled their efforts in the 
region of Thiaumont on which since 
midday they directed a bombardment 
of great violence with guns of big 
caliber. 

“About 2 o'clock, after several aa- 
saults had been repulsed, a massed at- 
tack was launched on the work and 
succeeded in capturing it for the fourth 
time. Our troops maintain their posi- 
tions in the tmmediate neighborhood 
of the work. An intense artillery fire 
was directed by the enemy on Damloup 
and La Laufee. No event of impor- 
tance occurred on the rest of the front. 

“On the night of July 3 our airmen 
bombarded the railroad station at Lon- 
guvon and the barracks at Challerange 
and Savigny and military establish- 
ments at Laon.” 

Belgian communication: “There is 
nothing of importance to report.” 

The French communication, issued in 
the afternoon. deals with the fighting 
of Monday. It tells of six successive 
assaults launched on the Verdun front, 
and of greater captures in the Somme 
region. 

The statement follows: 

“North and south of the River Somme 
the night passed quietly. The enemy 
undertook no offensive action against 
our troops, who have organized them- 
selves in the positions they conquered 


yesterday. 

“Further information confirms re- 
ports that the war material captured by 
us is considerable. New batteries, two 
of them of heavy caliber, have been 
added to the batteries already enumer- 
ated. The effects of our destructive fire 
have been noted. In one shelter forty 
bodies of German soldiers were found. 

“In a ravine north of Assevillors and 
on the northern slopes of the village of 
Iierbecourt§ the Germans 
enormous losses. North of Frise 
of our aviators yesterday set on 
another German captive balloon. 

“Between the River Avre and the 
River Aisne French reconnoitering 
‘parties have been very active, pene- 
ptrating the first trenches of the enemy 
as far as the supporting trenches lo- 
cated northeast ot Beauvraignes and 
opposixe Vingre. These’ expeditions 
brought back prisoners. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
a movement of the enemy against one 
of our trenches on the southern slope 
of Dead Man's Hill failed because of 
the French fire. 

“On the right bank of the river the 
fighting was spirited all night long. 
Northwest of the Thiaumont work 
there were six successive attacks, the 
last one accompanied with the use of 
flaming liquids. They were all futile, 
The Germans were mowed down by 
our curtains of fire and the fire of our 
infantry and they suffered heavy 
losses without being able to drive us 
from our positions, all of which we 
retained. 

“We made some progress last night 
on the southeastern boundary of the 
Fumin wood and we drove the enemy 
from a small trench located northwest 
of the battery at Damloup.

Brown's park here and was introduced 
by Dr. W. M. Willingham, of Canton. 
Respect for Courts. 
Although. Mr. Dorsey covered  par- 
ticularly all the points of his an- 
nounced platform and which have been 
discussed by him in former speeches, 
he laid particular stress upon the 


necessity for respect for the courts and 
jury verdicts. These sentiments met 
with instant support and applause 
from the assemblage. 

Mr. Dorsey opened his discussion of 
law enforcement ‘by reference to in- 
judicious and unjustifiable use of the 
governor's pardoning power. 

“If you elect me as your governor,” 
he said, “I do not promise you that I 
will net exercise the pardoning power 
which is given to the chief executive of 
the state. There are cases for which 
such a power was created. But I do 
promise you that I will not abuse that 
power. i will never use it for senti- 
menkxal or political reasons, and | will 
never use it except as it is contemplat- 
ed in the laws and constitution ot this 
state that it shall be used. The par- 
don power was meana to be used with- 
out emotion being in any way a guid- 
ing element ana no matter how my 
heart might go out for an applicant 
for clemency I[ promise you that I 
would never grant a pardon without 
a full investigacion of the record and 
due consideration of the law and the 
constitution, . 

“] believe that the courts and the 
juries of this state must be respected if 
they are to be effective. Verdicts 
should not and must not be set aside 
by emotion, sentiment or favoritism. 
We elect our courts and we are the 
juries. Their verdicts are our verdicts, 
and upon the execution of these ver- 
dicts depend justice and law and 
order.”’ 

Mr. Dorsey called attention to the 
course which has been pursued: by 
Governor Harris in the Stripling case, 
and told of how he promised the little 
daughter of Edgar Stripling that he 
would pardon her father, making this 
promise before he had _ investigated 
Stripling’s record, and of how, after 
having made so injudicious a promise, 
he has so far failed to keep it. 

“Gentleman's Offense.” 


He also pointed out the recent state- 
ment of Governor -Harris that he pro- 
poses to pardon any man guilty of only 
a “gentleman's offense,” or one in 
which “no moral turpitude is involved,” 
in order that such a pardoned party 
might join the state's militia when he 
is asked for by members of a militia 
organization. 

Upon this, Mr.

Dorsey said: 

in this instance, 
would be willing to pardon a violator 
[ier a so-called ‘gentleman's offense,’ 
but he would deprive the more unfor- 
tunate of the samé privilege of free- 
dom and service to his country by de- 
clining to pardon, for he plainly stipu- 
lates the class of offenders who are 
eligible to his clemency under these 
conditions. I am opposed to any favor- 
itism, and I repeat now what I have 


said before that law enforcement can 
best be obtained by the proper use of 
the pardon law and the respect for opr 
courts and their juries.” 

Following the speech by Mr. Dorsey, 
Judge Newt Morris spoke. In addition 
to outlining his position upon the ques- 
tions involved in his campaign for the 
judgeship, he stated that the views 
of Mr. Dorsey upon the proper re- 
spect for courts and juries met with 
his approval and commendation. And 
these laws were strongly indorsed 
also by Solicitor Herbert Clay. 

Judge Morris quoted figures to show 
that charges of extravagance in con- 
ducting court and excessive  nolle- 
prossing of cases by him during his 
former occupancy of the judgeship of 
the Blue Ridge circuit were ill-founded. 

Morris Attacks Slaton.

too, that he then at that time was telling 
me all the time of his hearty support of 
myself for the leadership of the party; and 
I know that he came to my office in. this 
city, just before we went to Chicago and 
pledged his support and the support of 
several of his closest friends to me both 
for Mr. Taft's renomination and my elec- 
tion as national committeeman., 


Deserted Republicans, 


And I recall distinctly, too, that after 
we got to Chicago, and after Mr. Roose- 
velt's friends nominated him at the pro- 
gressive convention, Mr. Edwards then be- 
came a progressive and deserted the regu- 
lar republican organization. He made some 
few speeches in 1912 for Mr. Roosevelt and 
attacked the regular organization through 
which he had formerly held office and 
acted as referee in the distribution of 


patronage in the atate. 

The voting strength of the regular re- 
publican partys state, as shown by 
the vote for Mr in 1908 and for Mr. 
Roosevelt and McKinley previously, 
was around and about 55,000 registered and 
voting adults. That vote was and has been 
considered the normal republican vote of 
the state. But in 1912, when Mr. Edwards

responsible for the campaign and the vote 
they get out And everyone familiar with 
political conditions in 1912 knows that the

He is the only state chairman 
the party has ever had who has. been 
strong enough to go before the voters of 
his congressional district and win his elec- 


tion on a straight republican ticket to the } 


Georgia legisiature, and later to the Georgia 
senate, and his record in both houses has 
been marked with ability, straightforward- 
ness, truthfulness and integrity that has 
won for him the united respect and high 
regard of all the members of both houses 
regardless of political differences. When- 
ever Mr. Edwards can point t9 a similar 
record for himself or for any other man he 
may have in view for leadership of the re- 
publican party {n Georgia, he will be en- 
titled to greater consideration than he can 
now hope for under other circumstances 
The national committee in making up the 
ternporary role of the recent republican na- 
tional convention, voted almost unanimously 
to seat the delegates from the  astate-at- 
large who were elected at the same staie 
convention that elected Senator Pickett 
state chairman. The credentials committees 
in reviewing the action of the national com- 
mittee voted the same way,’ and the entire 
body of the national convention, through 
its nearly 1,000 delegates seated therein, 
ratified the action of both the national com- 
mittee and of the credentials committee.

Jackson's Record,

to the republican convention at that time 
and gave me repeated assurances and 
were elected a delegate

Now, eas for giving fair and honest con- 
sideration to all who unite with the major- 
ity wing of the republican party as estab- 
lished at Chicago last month, I have but 
recently sent through the matis a circular 
letter, a copy being mailed to Mr. Edwards, 
assuring all and each and every man, both 
of the regular republican party who op- 
posed the matority at Chicago, and to the 
progressives who attended an opposing 
party convention, stating therein that we 
of the majority welcomed back to the 
regular party every man who had opposed 
us, and every man who had gone off with 
the progressives, and assuring them that 
they would be given every consideration 
and fair and impartial treatment.

Turn in $85,000,000. 


Washington, July 4.—Four states— 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Massachusetts—paid more than $85,- 
000,000 of the $124,867,429 income taxes 
turned into the natonal treasury dur- 
ing the fiscal year, 1916, which ended 
June 30. 

A table issued today by Secretary 
McAdoo of payments by internal reve- 
nue districts shows that New York 
alone paid $45,230,679, and that it fur- 
nished the greatest percentage of in- 
crease whicu raised the total irom the 
eighty millions collected last year. 

the total corporation tax from New 
York was $14,944,0/5, and the personal 
tax Was $80,256,604. New iork's total 
corporation tax last year was $10,221,- 
206, and its tax on individual incomes 
was $17,417,537, 

Pennsylvania contributed the second 
largest toll, $18,102,434, of which 
$6,.90,230 was corporation tax and 
$6,312,204 was individual, as compared 
with $4,725,139, and $4,642,557 for the 
previous year. Illinois was third, with 
35,579,152 and $5,166,639, a total of $10,- 
(45,541. A year ago Jllinois paid $2,9383,- 
527 and $2,670,630. Massachusetts’s tax 
this year was $6,762,017, of which 
$2,668,144 was corporation income tax 
and $4, 193,873 was personal, as com- 
pared with $1,853,057 and $2,683,084 a 
year ago. 

Seven other districts paid well over 
$1,000,000 each into the fund. Ohio 
paid $6,043,935, of which $3,647,656 was 
corporation tax; California and Nevada, 
comprising one district, paid $1,937,866 
and $1,493,389 individual, 
Conecticut and Rhode Island, $1,692,- 
183 and $2,132,866; Maryland, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Delaware and two 
counties of Virginia, $1,787,680 and 
$2,741,761; Indiana, $814,207 and $41°.- 
319; Michigan, $2,025,472 and $1, 87: 5,744: 
Missouri, $1,583,235 and $1,206,727, and 
New Jersey, $2,928,299 and $1,537,733. 

Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana,

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MEN WHO ARE NOT AFRAID. 


If we are going to stop lynching in the 
south, there is imperative need, according 
to The Meridian, Miss., Star, of men in 
politics and public office who are not afraid 
~—who neither fear the men of the mob nor 
the performance of their duty under the 
law. 

Commenting upon the necessity for the 
election to office of men who regard the 
well-being of the state as superior to that 
of the politician, The Star says: 


The man who enforces the law against 
Iynchings in most of our states wil! stop 
Iynchings, but under the present state 
of affairs he is not likely to hold office 
for more than the term for which he 
Was previously elected. Such men are 
to be found, however. (God speed the 
day when they are put into responsible 
office. 


Undoubtedly there has been too much 
of political fear in connection with the mob, 
and this is, perhaps, one reason why no 
more has been done to put a stop to its 
crimes. 

Nor is there any good reason whi the 
state official or officials who would take 
vigorous hold of this problem and put an 
end to mob rule should doubt that the best 
of public sentiment would be strongly be- 
hind him. 

The fact is, rather, perhaps, that offi- 
cials have questioned whether this public 
sentiment were there. And there is reason 
‘and necessity for such sentiment, for, in the 
absence of it, a fearless official might be 
soon replaced by one of other inclinations 
and the state would be worse off than it was 
before. 

But lynching may be stopped, as The 
Star says, by the thorough enforcement of 
law; and there is no question but tHat the 
official who fearlessly attempted it under 
the law would find all of the best people of 
the state in thorough and sympathetic ac- 
cord with him. | 

The reason why we have got to go to 
work and pass laws to curb lynching is not 
because we are lacking in laws now, but 
because these laws are dependent wholly 
upon local enforcement, and they have not 
been enforced in communities where 
lynchings have occurred. 

Notwithstanding that we must now make 
a state, rather than a local, matter of it, 
the people in each community can and 
should assist in the elimination of lynch- 
ings and the mob, by letting it be known 
they are unalterably opposed to it and will 
not countenance it in any shape, manner or 
form. 

The good people of Georgia—and they 
are in the vast majority today—do not 
stand for lynching or lawlessness of any 
sort. They are ready to stand back of the 
official or officials who will proceed: vigor- 
ously to put an end to it, and such officials 
may count upon staunch community and

ATLANTA’S PATRIOTISM. 


Never was patriotism of any community 
or section more abundantly demonstrated or 
exemplified than in the outpouring of en- 
thusiastic, flag-flying, marching and shout- 
ing citizens in yesterday’s preparedness 
parade. 

We do not know just how many thou- 
sands of Atlantans and their guests from 
nearby cities and towns fell into line be- 
hind stirring music and carried flags from 
the capitol through the long, hot march to 
the intersection of Peachtree and Ivy 
streets, but we do know that nearly every 
man of them was there, and that those who 
headed the procession walked back half a 
mile to town and sat for an hour watching 
the remainder of the parade go by. 

It was a Fourth of July the like of which 
Atlanta hag never witnessed before. We 
have had other Fourths of July, some 140 
of them since the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence, but there was never an 
Atlanta Fourth like this one. If any indi- 
cation were needed that Atlanta, Georgia 
and the south have been knit indissolubly 
into the nation, it was here. It was too 
evident that the one thought was of the 
nation and not of just a single section of it. 
In fact, the sectional was wholly obliterated 
in ‘the bigger and broader national thought 
and feeling. 

And there was a reason for it. Atlanta 
sees and feels the need for a national de- 
fense so strong, so thoroughly organized 
and so efficient that the nation throughout 
its length and breadth shall know immunity 
from attack from any source, and shall be 
able to give good account of itself, if called 
upon to do so. We want preparation 
against war as long as it can be avoided, 
and for war, provided it should be forced 
upon us. 

This is not the first time Atlanta, Geor- 
gia and the south have given evidence of 
a patriotism as broad as the country itself. 
When the war with Spain came, Atlanta 
was first and foremost in response to the 
call. Now that things are turbulent on the 
Mexican border, Atlanta has given more 
than a fourth of the 4,000 men Georgia has 
already furnished to meet that situation. 
And if it should come to attack upon us 
by a first-class Eupropean power she would 
be as ready with 40,000 as she was with 
those just supplied upon President Wilson's 


call. 


That was the promise Atlanta made to | 


the nation in yesterday's parade. Those 
thousands of flag-carrying men who marched 
a mile in the heat of a July .day just to 
express an opinion and give testimony as 
to their national fibre are ready to shoulder 


arma and march a thousand miles, if the - 


country needs their services. 

There was another thing the Atlanta 
parade demonstrated--the absence of hy- 
phenated Americanism in this city. Ger- 
mans, Greeks and men of other nationalities 
turned out in force under the Stars and 
Stripes with a unanimity that bespoke their 
national allegiance. The Atlanta Greeks are 
particularly to be complimented upon their 
splendid showing. 

Altogether, it was, perhaps, the most re- 
markable parade ever held in Atlanta. And 
Atlanta mav ever feel the proud conscious- 
ness that well in advance of any national 
demand made upon her she has more than 
“measured up.” 


FIRING LINE FRATERNITY. 


From the very beginning of the European 
war the “rest-time’ between battles has 
furnished evidence of real good feeling 
among the troops of both sides, as shown 
in “exchange courtesies” from trench to 
trench. 

Correspondents at the front have fre- 
quently described visits paid and returned. 
under cover of darkness, and of a jolly good 
time all around when the killing business 
was temporarily suspended. 

In this connection The Pittsburg Leader 
says that a young American who has seen 
service in the British trenches “makes the 
significant remark that if the war were left 
to a vote of the soldiers peace would be 
declared in an hour!” 

War—ordered and relentless, in the 
flash of the guns, but the spirit of peace in 
the hearts of the men behind the guns! 

Quoting further, from the results of this 
American soldier’s observations, our Pitts- 


burg contemporary says: 


The high spot to many will be his de- 
scription of the fraternizing periods of 
the men in the trenches. He deacribes 
with delight how the men in opposing 
armies looked upon each other, at certain 
times. as brothers and acted accordingly. 
They ceased shooting at each other. They 
.had certain impromptu games. They 
prepared news bulletins for each other. 
They made exchanges of foods and sol- 
diers’ “luxuries.” They had little con- 
certs, and altogether enjoyed each other's 
society immensely in every way open to 
them. He declares there was the 
utmost good feeling between the men of 
opposing armies all the time they could 
act unseen by officers’ eyes. 


An English correspondent tells of Ger- 
man soldiers calling across the trenches: 
“Let’s go home to supper!’ ‘And again: 
“Let’s all sing a song of home!”’ 

And when the home-song has a familiar 
tune “they all join in!” 

That is in the war they must fight “to 
the last man,” if need be, even if it should 
mean the happiness of the last home.

Region West of Rio Grande 
Becomes of Interest Now 


Washington, July 4.—That part of the 
United States—Mexico boundary line extend- 
ing from El Paso, Texas, to the Pacific 
coast, is described in the following war ge- 
ography bulletin of the National Geographic 
society, issued from Washington: 

“After leaving the Rio Grande, the nat- 
ural boundary, and striking due west from 
El Paso for 100 miles, the international line 
between the United States and Mexico 
changes direction five times before reaching 
the Pacific coast As if it had struck an 
insurmountable obstacle in the Big Hatchet 
mountains, it runs at right angles, and ex- 
tends to the south for 30 miles, then strikes 
west again for a distance of more than 
160 miles to a point beyond Nogales. Form- 
ing an obtuse angle the line now runs in a 
northwesterly direction for its longest ‘log,’ 
more than 230 miles, until it reaches the 
Colorado river, which forms the boundary 
for 20 miles from southwest to northeast. 
At Yuma, near the juncture of the Gila 
river with the Colorado, the line takes its 
final change of direction, toward the west, 
terminating in the Pacific, 140 miles distant. 


Monuments on Boundary Line. 


“This boundary is marked by 258 monu- 
ments, more than 200 of which are of cast 
iron weighing 800 pounds, They are six 
feet tall, and set in concrete. The expense of 
their erection, borne jointly by Mexico and 
the United States, averaged $150 each. 

“With the exception of Bisbee, Santa 
Cruz, Yuma and San Diego, there are few 
settlements of any size within a 20-mile 
zone on each side of the boundary, embrac- 
ing an area of 24,000 square miles. 

“Although the boundary was chosen ar- 
bitrarily, when the work of Surveying be- 
gan it was found that the line between the 
Colorado and the Rio Grande followed al- 
most exactly the summit of the divide sep- 
arating the waters flowing north into the 
United States from those flowing south Into 
Mexico. 

“The highest point on the line is at the 
summit of the San Luis range, a part of the 
continental divide. The elevation is 6,600 
feet, which is nearly 3,000 feet above El 
Paso. It is in this high altitude that quan- 
tities of game are to be found, making it 
one of the most interesting sections of the 
line. Here antelope, deer, bear and wild 
turkeys are plentiful, and the acorns from 
the evergreen oaks of the picturesque val- 
leys attract great flocks of wild ;igeons.

Mobilization Camp Harris, Ga. July 
4.—(Special.)—It has been a strenuous 
and patriotic day at Georgia's mobili- 
zation camp, and tonight, the militia 
man lies as motionless as a log be- 
meath tranquil, starry skies, wrapped 
in his horse blanket and the unbroken 
slumber of the man who has dropped 
from sheer fatigue, for, besides having 
trudged over eight miles of pavement 


under a sultry sun in Macon's prepar® 


edness parade, he has helped entertain 
the governor and general assembly. | 

Two miles in length, fully equipped in 
regular army fashion, Georgia's soldiery 
formed the most impressive division of 
one of -the grandest pageants central 
Georgia has ever beheld. 

From the point of assembly to the 
end, the line of march was lined with 
wildly cheering humanity. Sight of the 
troops was the signal for a mighty 
burst of acclaim that seemed to rend 
the very heavens. Men flung their hats 
into the air. women wept with the joy- 
ous hysterics of enthusiasm, children 
danced with delight. <A fury of pa- 
triotism swept over the onlooking 
thousands. 

Glory of Old Georgia. 

Whistles shrieked, bands blared, the 
martial notes of a hundred bugles 
pierced the air. The roll of drums 
thundered above the roar of the crowds. 
The regimental bands played in unison 
“Glory, Glory to Old Georgia.” 

Never did a prouder body of embry- 
onic fighters pass before their supe- 
riors than the Georgia guardsmen as 
they stepped past the reviewing stand 
in which Governor Nat Harris and the 
legislators stood erect at attention. And 
mever did the tides of pride surge more 
freely in the bosoms of these executives 
than when they beheld the boys in 
khaki who are to soon do honor to 
their state “somewhere on_the border.” 

The troop division was headed by 
Brigadier General Walter Harris and 
his staff. Next came the Second regi- 
ment, the lucky outht of the camp, 
which is expected to depart for the 
border by Friday or Saturday. This 
organization is composed chiefly of 
Macon units. Its greeting was tremen- 
dos. 

Then Came the Fifth. 

Then came the Fifth regiment, At- 
lanta’s own, headed by Colonel Orville 
H. Hall and his staff. It was composed 
of tweive companies, the machine gun 
equad, and the regimental band and 
hospital corps. The Fifth’s showing 
Was as distinctive as that of any outht 
in the line of march, and it, too, was 
@howered with acclaim. 

The First infantry followed the Fifth, 
and directly behind the First marched 
the fleid hospital corps, preceded by the 
Firgt battalion feld artillery under 
the command of Major J. VU. Seamans. 
The cavalry, owing to absence of 
horses, did not participate in the pa- 
rade, but served as provost guard to 
aid the police in handiing the crowds. 

Stirringly patriotic scenes followed 
one anotner in quick succession at the 
mobilization camp this morning when 
Governor Harris and the general as- 
sembly appeared upon ‘the scene. At 
noon a dozen guns boomed loud and 
sagnoky salutes to each state of the 
union, whtle 5,5;9 troops stood at at- 
tention. Governor Haris was received 
at 1 oclock with the thunder of big 
cannon and field pieces. 

The regimental bands played patri- 
otic aira in honor of his presence. The 
mInany corps of buglers, assembled into 
a combined troop, received him with a 
blare of trumpeting that rode upon 
the winds for miies. Thousands of 
Visitors lined the main avenues and 
company streets.

DEM: EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
OF SEVENTH HOLD MEETING 
Rome, Ga., July 4,—(Special.)—The 
democratic executive committee of the 
seventh congressional district held its 
biennial session here yesterday and 
fixed the date for the congressional 
election for Tuesday, September 12, the 
same time as the state primary.

S. H. BEARDEN, REPUBLICAN, 

ANNOUNCES AGAINST LEE 
_S. H. Bearden, a farmer of Cass Sta- 
tion, has declared himself a candidate 
for congress to succeed Congressman 
Gordon Lee, representative from the 
seventh congressional = district, and 
yesterday made a campaign speech at 
an Independence Day celebration at 
Marietta. 

Mr. Bearden, who says he is a re- 
publican, and was born and reared 
one, is making his canvass’ chiefly 
upon the issue of better cotton prices 
for the farmers of Georgia.

points in which we differ are few and 
the points on which we agree are many, 
and that if we only have the patience 
and the candor and the desire to get 
together, we will get together.” 
Woman Tries to Heckle. 

The president scarcely had begun to 
speak when the Nirst interruption came. 
The questioner, Miss Mabel Vernon, of 
the woman’s party, was standing only a 
few feet from him, and when he de- 
clared that in his position he was not 
permitted to think of any one class of 
persons, she shouted: 

“If you truly desire to serve all 
classes, why do you block the national 
suffrage amendment now betore con- 
xress’ Four million women in this 
country—’”’ 

The white house secret service men 
made their way to Miss Vernon and 
quickly silenced her. She tried unsuc- 
cessfully to induce them to eject her 
from the crowd. When she again 
sought to interrupt the president, a few 
minutes later, however, city police led 
her away from the speaker's stand. She 
was not arrested. 

The president apparently was undis- 
turbed by the incident. He passed upon 
the first question and turned to look 
at Miss Vernon, who stood with Miss 
Alice Paul and Miss Maude Younger, 
members of the Congressional union, 
but he paid no heed to the second in- 
terruption. 

Nothing that the. president’ said 
aroused such enthusiasm as his praise 
of that section of the Clayton act de- 
claring that labor is not a commodity. 

am sorry,’ he said, “that there 
were any judges in the United States 
who had to be told that. It is so ob- 
vious that it seems to me that that 
section of the Clayton act were a re- 
turn to the primer of human liberty; 
but if judges have to have the primer 
opened before them, 1 am willing to 
open it.” 

Capital Should Be Humanized, 

The president hoped for the time 
when labor and capital could under- 
stand each other better, and that cap- 
ital particularly would come to a bet- 
ter understanding of labor. 

‘Capital should be humanized,” he 
said, “by being ‘brought in compre- 
hending contact with conditions of 
labor.” 

“It takes a multitude of minds to 
comprehend the United States,” the 
president continued. “A great build- 
ing like this should be devoted to ares: 
esses which pool our underatandings. 
Nobody is great enough by himself to 
run this country. The people of the 
country have to pool their understand- 
ings that the nation may properly be 
governed.” 

Mr. Gompers had called particular at- 
tention to the fact that the president 
of the United States. had recognized 
the organized labor movement by his 
presence at the dedication exercises. 
The president referred to this, and 
said: 

“lI am sorry for any president of the 
United States who doesn't recognize 
every great movement in the nation. 
How anybody could overlook this 
movement I cannot imagine.” 

What Flag Should Recall, 


Referring to the display of Ameril- 
can flags carried by the union work- 
ers in a parade which he had reviewed 
as part of the exercises, the president 
declared the flag always should recall 
America’s duty in serving the world. 

“America,” he said, “did not come 
into existence to make one more great 
nation in the family of nations, to show 
its strength and to exercise mastery. 
America opened her doors to every- 
body who wanted to be free and to 
have the same opportunity that every- 
body else had to make the most of his 
faculties and his opportunities, and 
America will retain its greatness only 
so long as it retains and seeks to real- 
ize those ideals. No man ought to 
suffer injustice in America. No man 
in America ought to fail to see the 
deep dictate of humanity.” 

Mrs. Wilson, Vice President Marshall 
and several members of the cabinet at- 
tended the exercises. Secretary Wilson, 
of the labor department, was master 
of ceremonies. President Gompers, of 
the federation, who introduced Presi- 
dent Wilson, started a prolonged dem- 
onstration by making an appeal for 
support of the president, “in peace or 
war.” : 


ORDER BEING RESTORED 
IN SANTO DOMINGO 


_ Washington, July 4.—Rear Admiral 
Caperton, commanding the American 
forces in Santo Domingo, reported to 
the navy department today that order 
gradually was being restored in that 
republic, particularly in the country 
around Santiago and Puerto Plata, 
where the revolutionists have been 
strongest.

FARTH TREMBLED 
AS GUNS ROARED 


Eye-Witness Describes Bat- 
tle of Somme and Sums Up 
the Results So Far—Allies 
Faced Ordeal Lightly. 


Paris, July 4.—An eye-witness ac- 
count of the battle of the Somme, made 
available tonight, sums up the results 
of the first stages of the conflict as 
follows: 

“Our objectives reached within a few 
hours; first and second German lines 
taken_along our entire front; villages 
captured, occupied and fortified; more 
than 5,000 prisoners. This was the re- 
sult of the first day of the great bat- 
tle, in which every man did his duty. 

“While it is impossible for any one 
observer to reconstruct the _ entire 
scene of this vast action north and 
south of the Somme, yet this picture 
of events in an important sector of 
the colonial corps will give an idea of 
the entire range of the operations. 

“At 7 o'clock in the morning the rum- 
ble of artillery was already formidable; 
shells hurtled over our heads; the earth 
fairly trembled and the air itself pal- 
pitated with the explosion of monster 
guns. The effect of our fire on the 
German position could be plainly seen 
as great masses of smoke and debris 
rose high in the air from the burning 
Shells. Before us the villages of Dom- 
pierre and Becquincourt were only scat- 
tered ruins. 


Faced Ordeal Lightly. 

“Huge shells from the enemy’s 105 
batteries burst in a greenish cloud 
around us every now and then. In 
our trenches the men, fully equipped, 
rifles in hand, were ready. They faced 
the ordeal lightly, one of them saving: 
Now we are going to dance the tango,’ 
at which his comrades joined in a 
laugh. 

“At 8:30 the chief of the battalion 
gave his last instructions to the of- 
ficers. Toward 9 o'clock the word ran 
along the line that the British had al- 
ready advanced and had taken Mametz. 

Two minutes of silence—and the 
French artillery resumed its fire with 
increasing violence. 

“The eleventh company passed: then 
sections of machine gun operators—ex- 
changing ‘good-by and zo0od luck.’ From 
the observatory was seen the churning 
up of the ground and bits of barbed 
wire. What was Dompierre was un- 
der the bursting shells. 

‘Ten minutes later one man who had 
been waiting for a long time in the 
Same place marched off: then others 
followed slowly and with caution across 
the debris of barbed wire. Suddenly 
they began to run. Clouds of black 
smoke mixed with that from the one 
hundred and fives descended on them.

“An artillery officer a eare 
the assaulting waren aartnio sane 
of an advance.

Wounded Germans joined 
the incessant throng of prisoners who 
filled Up an evacuated trench. 

11:10 A. M.—A telephone call said 
that everywhere the object sought by 
the brigade had been attained. The 
order of the colonel was not to go be- 
yond the conquered positions, and to 
install themselves solidly. According 
to instructions, the French were ready 
to organize and wait. From the trenches 
Prisoners continued to defile.” :

UN THE ITALIAN FRONT 


Rome Reports King Victor’s | 
Troops Are Still Gaining 
Against Austrians. 


Rome, July 4.—(Via London.)—tThe | 
war office made public the following 
communication today: 

“Further details confirm the desper- 
ate nature of the fighting on July 2 
on the northern slopes of Pasubio. Aft- 
er three hours of intense bombard- 
ment, the enemy attacked in force. 
Supported by our batteries, our infan- 
try drove back repeated assaults and 
counter attacked with the bayonet, in- 
flicting heavy losses.” 

“Along the front between the Adige 
and the Brenta yesterday there were 
intense artillery duels and infantry en- 
gagements. In the Posina valley we 
completed the occupation of Monte Cal- 
gari, taking 132 prisoners and a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition. On 
the Asigo plateau our advanced de- 
tachments occupied the northern edge 
of the Assa valley and repulsed counter 
attacks of the enemy. In the Cam- 
pelle valley,.in the Maso Beranta area, 
we dislodged enemy detachments 
which were entrenched strongly among 
the rocks of Prica Lunetta and of Cen- 
gello, capturing 106 men and one ma- 
chine gun. 

“In the upper But and Boite valleys 
there was great activity of the artil- 
lery. On the Carso another violent en- 
gagement on the Monfalcone sector, re- 
sulted in our occupation of several 
trenches of the enemy and in the cap- 
ture of 381 men, including a battalion 
commander and eight officers. 

“An Austrian aeroplane was _ shot 
down by our artillery on the Asiago 
plateau and the occupants were cap- 
tured.”

New Orleans, July 4.—In a telegram 
sent today to the third district con- 
gressional committee of the progress- 
ive party in Louisiana, John M. Par- 
ker, vice presidential nominee of that 
party, urged the progressives to con- 
tinue the fight against the democrats 
and to stand by their convictions “‘un- 
terrified by desertion, fearless of any 
opposition:” In part, the telegram said: 

“We should demand immediate resig- 
nation of those indorsing other parties; 
should strictly adhere to our princi- 
ples and ask support and co-operation 
of all partics working for national 
good and humsn welfare. We are not 
seeking to get into the bandwagon. 
Our principles are either right or 
wrong, and as long as we firmly be- 
lieve we are right, let us continue the 
fight for honest convictions, -unterri- 
fied by desertion and fearless of any 
oppogition.”’

SIGHTS IN THE WAKE 
OF ALLIED ADVANCE 


Press Camp in France, July 3, Via 
London, July 4.—Facts and impressions 


came in overwhelming numbers to the 
press correspondent who is on the move 
morning and night trying to grasp the 
details of the gigantic struggle which 
is in progress in northern France. At 
every turn he realizes the immense 
forces of material and men that are 
being employed in this determined of- 
fensive. 

Everywhere the eyé can reach are 
perspiring and dust-laden_ soldiers, 
while on the side lines groups of peas- 
ants call*out to the passing soldiers 
and the drivers of ammunition trains, 
endlessly going and coming, for the 
latest news. British and German 
wounded are seen limping off the field 
side by side, while processions of 
trucks reload shells, and ambulances 
deliver wounded at the dressing sta- 
tions to be passed on to waiting trains, 

Where the British and French lines 
join there is another world of blue 
and khaki uniforms and varied kinds 
of transport vehicles. An automobile 
took the Associated Press correspond- 
ent today to a point on the battlefield 
which a week ago had been .in sight 
and range of the German machine gun- 
ners, teserves were sitting about 
among the shell craters wrought by 


| the terrific fire of the British guns. 


German rifles were being gathered in 
Piles and German dead in rows for 
burial. The correspondent was offered 
captured German helmets on all hands 
by the soldiers, German officers’ re- 
volvers and even a pair of binoculars.

As an instance of the amazing ra- 
pidity with which the British troops 
advanced, a British colomed his 
first real sleep since the fight began in 
a German dugout where his predeces- 
sor’s candle still burned on the table. 
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
